The treasury department has it that the 
Deutsche Bank of Berlin is to bid for$25,- 
000,000 of the new bond issue.

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BLOODY SCENES 


WILL FOLLOW 


General Weyler’s Terms to Cuban Rebels 
Made Known. 


WILL ISSUE A PROCLAMATION 


In It He Will Give Eight Days for a 
Complete Surrender. 


THEN CARNAGE IS TO BE THE PROGRAMME 


General Marin Is in the Field After 
Gomez—Hopes To Capture 
Him Soon. 


London, January 30.—A dispatch from 
Madrid tothe Central News says that as 
soon as General Weyler, thenew captain 
general of Cuba, arrives in Havana he will 
issue a proclamation giving the rebels 
eight days to lay down their arms and 
surrender. If they do not do this he will 
then inaugurate a campaign of blood and 
fire against the rebels and their abettors, 


Havana, January 30.—General Sabas 
Marin, acting captain general, left this 
city this morning on a special train. It 
was stated that he had gone on a trip 
of inspection along the lines of railway 
between Havana and Batabano, thirty-five 
miles southwest of the capital, but it 
later became known that he had gone to 
the field, presumably to attempt to prevent 


Gomez from effecting a junction with 
Maceo in the province of Pinar del Rio. 
Whatever his destination, it is certain 
that he was-accompanied by his entire staff, 
a company of the orden publico, a bat- 
tery of artilery, a detachment of cavalry, 
a hospital corps, a chaplain and two guides 
who are familiar with the Vuelta Abajo, 
the great tobacco district. The presence 
of these guides renders it pretty certain 
that General Martin is bound for Pinar 
del Rio. Thetrain, which was a very long 
one, was preceded by a pilot engine for the 
purpose of seeing that the track, bridges 


and exilverts had not been tampered with: 


by the insurgents. The cavalry horses 
filled sixteen cars. The battery of artillery 
included one rapid-fire gun. 

Tt is believed there that General Marin 
intends to conduct the field operations 
personally until General Weyler, the newly 
appointed captain general, arrives, when he 
will probably return to Havana to consult 
with him as to the campaign to be fol- 
lowed. General Marin left General Suarez 
Valdez in command here. 

From information received here it is 
known that Gomez is moving west, near 
the northern coast of the province of 
Pinar del Rio, 
formation placed Maceo in the western 
part of the province, but it may be that he 
has since marched eastward with the in- 
tention of meeting Gomez. | 
The military authorities are confident 
that the troops will be able to pen both 
rebel leaders in Pinar del Rio and force 
them to a pitched battle. They hope that 
once they are able to compel the rebels 
to stand they will crush them. Cuban 
sympathizers here point to Both Gomez’s 
and Maceo’s success heretofore in avoiding 
the Spanish troops when it has suited them 
to do so and contend that their general- 
ship is of such a high order that they will 
delude the Spanish commanders as to their 
whereabouts and will leave the province 
when they feel inclined to. The scarcity 
of ammunition among the rebels will pre- 
vent them from attempting a decisive en- 
gagement with the Spanish troops. 

Five hundred volunteers, recruited in Ha- 
vana, have been sent south to strengthen 
the trocha, or mill line. 

The train on which General Marin and 
his force traveled left Ricon and proceeded 
for Guanajay, the terminus of the railway. 
The cavalry force was augmented by 1,100 
men, who, with their horses, were taken 
from Rincon, thus making the column 
strong in this branch of arms and placing 
it on more equal terms with the rebel 
forces, most of whom are mounted. 

Several small engagements between Span- 
ish troops and. bands of insurgents are re- 
ported to have taken place at Manzanillo, 
in the province of Santa Clara. No im- 
portance is attached to them, however. 


MORE NEWS FROM WEYLER. 


Says He Is Not Surprised That So 
Many Cubans Are Leaving. 

Havana, Cuba, January 30.—A dispatch 
to The New York Herald says: A Madrid 
dispatch to The Diaro de La Marina quotes 
General Weyler as expressing no surprise 
that such large numbers of the people 
as reported should emigrate from the is- 
land since his appoimtment was gazetted, 
and as having intimated that as many more 
would leave Cuba before he reached Ha- 
vana. 

A party of 600 rebels on Sunday afternoon 
were within a league of Matanzas city, 
at a point known as Encrucijada de San 
Pedro. On Monday the same party raided 
the village of Cidra, seized the mayor’s 
seal and destroyed the archives. The trans- 
port Cosme Herrera left Havana at a 
late hour last night with 450 regular troops, 
destined to reinforce Matanzas and Car- 
denas. A heavy concentration of» rebel 
forces is reported between Guanjay and 
Alquizar, on the frontier of Havana and 
Pinar del Rio. The overland mail for 
Guanajay, via Mariano, was stopped yester- 
day by the insurgents. The pouches were 
rifled, the horse confiscated and his rider 
threatened with death if caught on the 
road again. 

Spanish official reports declare that Ma- 
ceo’s lieutenant, Biemudez, died from the 
effect of the wounds he received in the 
late engagement with General Luque near 
Pinar del Rio city. 

The chamber of commerce held an im- 
portant meeting here this afternoon to dis- 
cuss the financial and business situation. 
The general opinion is that the outlook 
grows gloomier daily. 

Another German warship entered Havana 
this afternoon. 

A big sensation was caused yerterday 
by the arrest of several military officials 
in connection with the cartridge factory 
scandal. Further cause for the sensation 
was the arrest of Lieutenant Broccra, com- 
mandant of Atares castle, of Havana, 
who, it is alleged, had been in communica- 
aon with the rebel chief Gomez, and is 
charged with having agreed to surrender 
his stronghold, in the event cf this city 
being attacked by the rebel fcrces, for 
a consideration. Brocera was taken to 
Morro castle in irons und will te ccurt 
martialed and in all probability shot.

Instead of winning, Hunter found that he 
could not even hold his forces together, the 
long expected result in his own ranks be- 
ing incepted.

DECLARED UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


The Apportionment Act of 1895 Does 
Not Hold Good in Indiana. 
Indianapolis, Ind., January 30.—The con- 
gressional apportionment act of 1895 was 
declared unconstitutional by the state su- 
preme court in a*decision handed down this 
afternoon. The act of 1893 was also de- 
clared void, and the next election will be 
held under the old act of 1885 unless the 
governor should in the meantime call a 
Special session of the legislature for the 
purpose of passing a legal act. The su- 
preme coure holds that the provision of the 
State constitution providing that: an appor- 
tionment shall be made every six years 
upon the basis of the sexennial enumera- 
tion, is mandatory. There was no déssent 
from the opinion. The act of 1893 was pass- 
ed by a democratic legislature and the act 

of 1895 by a republican legislature.

Constantinople, January 30,—Letters have 
been received from Marash confirming the 
stories that great slaughter occurred in 
the recent battle between the Turkish 
troops and the Armenians, who had cap- 
tured and held the town of Zeitoun. The 


-@exact number of the dead is not known, 


but it can be'stated with certainty that it 
was very large. Twelve hundred wound- 
ed men have already reached Marash and 
many more are foliowing them to that 
place. Many of the wounded have died 
either in Marash or along the road from 
Zeitoun. 

A number of prisoners have been taken to 
Marash. Their treatment was something 
awful. All sorts of indignities were heaped 
upon them and in a large number of cases 
they were so shockingly maltreated that it 
is dmpossible to publish the details. 

The governor of Marash has again tried 
to bring about a reconciliation between the 
Turks and the Armenians in Zietoun, but 


his efforts hkve been in vain. 
Most of the prominent Armenians in the 


village have been arrested.

The Bout Between Palmer and Dixon 
Last Night. 


New York, January 30.—George Dixon, 
the famous colored featherweight, and 
““Deddier” Palmer, the no less famous Eng- 
lish bantam-weight and conquerer of Billy 
Plimmer, fought a six-round draw at Madi- 
son Square Garden in the presence of about 
six thousand rersons tonight. The contest 
was one of the. greatest exhibiitons of fast 
and scientific skill seen in many days. 
Palmer scaled 116% pounds, or a pound 
lighter than his opponent, but to the eyes 
of the onlookers Dixon looked much the 
bigger rian. For the first two rounds the 
bantam outpointed the feather-weight. 
Quicker than a flash he put in his left and 
ducked with wonderful celerity the fierce 
rushes and heavy swings that have made 
Dixon famous. Honors in the second and 
third rounds were fairly even, but the last 
two rounds were in the colored champion’s 
favor. Palmer appeared to be tiring and 
the battering-ram attacks of Dixon scored. 
The decision was enthusiastically received 
and the sports cheered both lads. After a 
few preliminary bouts had been decided 
the stars of the evening appeared. 

Dixon was the first to come into the ring. 
Palmer followed shortly after and the lit- 
tle Englishman was received with a storm 
of applause, The ‘Peddler’ looked like a 
mere child alongside “his dusky opponent. 
Palmer got to work quickly and sent the 
left in on the jaw. He repeated on the 
face a moment later and again on the body. 
This nettled Dixon and he made a fierce 
swing which the Englishman avoided.

Some 
of them are more anxious to stave off a 
vote and prevent the effect upon the coun- 
try of the adoption of a free colnage bill 
by the senate, than to deliver speaches. 

Hill’s ‘Ungraceful Flop. 

Senator Hill’s attitude is the strongest 
of all Hill, until recently, was a silver 
man. Only last year The Constitution 
printed a strong silver letter from him, 
But now the New Yorker is capping for 
the administration in the senate, and he 
has completely flopped over to the gold 
sida He is the most ardent advocate in 
the senate of the bond issue. And he 
wants the greenbacks fretired with a 
$5300,000,000 issue of gold bonds. Neither 
Gray or Me Too Vilas are more stanch 
supporters of the president’s policy than 
HilL It may be that Hill is playing a 
political game. But it is not a game for 
the presidency. Repeatedly, of late, he has 
announced in private that he was no longer 
an aspirant for presidential honors. His 
ambition is to be a great leader in the 
senate; but it will be difficult for him to 
capture the democratic leadership from 
Gorman, who attained it in his great fight 
against the force bill, amd has held it Hill 
despises Gorman. Gorman’s affection for 
the New Yorker is on a parity. 

No Tuneful Harmony Here. 

Hill is now running the administration 
fight, while Gorman is endeavoring to bring 
about a compromise in the party, by which 
we may win at the next election. Gorman 
is more favorable to silver than he has 
ever been. The Marylander sees the trend 
of sentiment. He realizes that the silver 
tide can no longer be stemmed, and that 
the party will be forced to accept it and 
speak out for it. 

Therefore, to bring the two wings to- 
gether he advocates the retirement of the 
greenbacks and the free coinage of sil- 
ver. 

That compromise can’t go through the 


senate now for many reasons. The sil- 


ver men are in control When they can 
force a vote over Hill’s tactics, they will 
pass a free coinage Dill as a substitute for 
the bond bill. Later they hope to effect 
@ compromise. 

Gorman Realizes the Situation. 

But whether or not there is any financial 
legislation the passage of this bill in the 
senate will be an exhibit of the silver 
strength to the country, and will add 
greatly to the chances of the adoption of a 
plain silver plank in the democratic plat- 
form. Whatever else goes in even Mr. 
Gorman realizes that free coinage is al- 
most sure to be declared for. 

To return to the rush of legistation, it 
is all on the part of the house. When 
the senate finally @isposes of the bond bill 
it will take up the tariff bill and may 


| 


debate it a month. The senate is going 


slow. The senators want no early adjourn 
ment. The anti-Reed republicans want a 
long session. So do the democrats. They 
want the republicans to have ample oppor- 
tunity for mtistakes and are perfectly will- 
ing to have an all-summer session. 

But with it all the indications are that 
this will be a do-nothing congress. 

Later on political debates are promised 
and then it may make interesting reading, 
if nothing more. KE. W. B.

JOHNSTON DECLINES 


The’ Proposition To Discuss National 
Issues With Mr. Clark. 


WHY HE REFUSED TO DO SO 


His Friends Persuaded Him That Na- 
tional Questions Should Not Be 
Brought Into the Campaign. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 30.—(Special.) 
Captain Johnston has seen fit to respcct- 
fully decline Mr. Clark’s proposition to 
discuss the questions about which they 
differ, notably the financial question. 
Jefferson’s candidate has written Mr, Clark 
that, in his opinion, the discussions pro- 
posed would not tend to harmonize the

lines for the August elections. 

The friends here of Captain Johnston and 
free silver are disposed to think that the 
captain has not acted wisely for his own 
interests in the matter. It was his desire 
to meet Mr. Clark on the stump, and he 
indited, before he left-here, it is stated, 
a letter to Mr. Clark in which he suggest- 
ed that while he thought it was not best 
that national issues should be brought 
into the campaign, at the same time he 
belieyed the principles he advocated would 

stand against any argument that might 
be advancéd, and he would therefore accept 
the proposition looking to a series of joint 
debates. 

Upon his return to Birmingham his 
friends prevailed un him to decline to en- 
gage in the joint debate with Mr. Clark. 
They insisted that it would create further 
discord in the party, and would be a 
source of embarrassment to the large num- 
ber of sound money democrats who are 
supporting Captain Johnston's candidacy. 
Upon the advice and solicitation of his 
advisers, therefore, Captain Johnston de- 
clined to enter into the discussions. While 
his action in the matter may have been 
for the best interests of the whole party, 
it is not believed that it will result to ad- 
vantage to Captain Johnston’s candidacy. 
The papers friendly to Mr. Clark have 
made great boasts of their candidate’s 
powers on the stump, and have rather 
dared Captain Johnston to meet him in 
debate, They will now interpret the 
declination from their standpoint, and will 
avow that Jelferson’s cand.date is afraid 
to meet his blue-eyed rival. Of course 
those who know Captain Johnston wiil 
not regard such a bpost, but many of he 
unsophisticated in politics may be im- 
pressed. 

It is stated that the state executive com- 
mittee advised against the joint debates, 
and that Captain Johnston was governed 
to a greut extent by their judgment in the 
matter.

United States Officers Shot and Beaten 
by Moonshiners. 

Winston, N. C., Janury 30.—Particulars 
were received here tonight of a sensational 
fight between revenue ofiicers and moon- 
shiners on Monday, in Carroll county, V4., 
near the North Carolina line. 

Deputy United States Marshal Worrell 
and Deputy Collector William Thornton 
were enticed by moonshiners to go near 
Fancy Gap to cut up an illicit distillery. 
When the officers arrived within a hundred 
yards of the stillhouse they saw a number 
of men leaving there, 

The officers called upon the supposed 
blockaders to halt, whereupon the latter 
began firing on the officers, who returned 
the fire, and a fierce battle followed. Mar- 
shal Worrell was shot down. His deputy, 
Thornton, plead for some time with the 
moonshiners before they would allow him 
to care for Worrell. One 6f the blockaders 
later assisted Thornton in removing Wor- 
rell to an old house, 

The deputy went after a physician for his 
friend, but on his return home the moon- 
shiners set upon him and beat him unmer- 
cifully, if not fatally. Great indignation 
exists over the action of the moonshiners, 
who are considered desperate men. 


END OF LOUISIANA’S SENSATION 


Indictment Against Judge Moise Has 
Been Smashed. 

New Orleans. January 30.—It will be 
remembered that a month or 
Judge Moise, of the criminal court, sen- 
tenced District Attorney Butler, to the 
parish prison twenty-four hours for con- 
tempt of court, that Butler served his 
sentence and that 
grand jury, then in session, indicted Judge 
Moise for oppression in office. 

The matter came up today before Judge 
J. H. Ferguson, of section B, criminal 
court. 

Judge Noise’s attorneys moved to quash 
the indictment. contending among other 
points that the power of the court to 
punish for contempt is exercised for two 
purposes—one to vindicate the dignity of 
the court for disrespect shown it, or its 
orders; and second, to compel the per- 
formance of some order or decree of the 
court which it is in the power of the party 
to perform, and which he refuses to obey. 

All the superior courts, or courts of 
record, possess this power, not subject to 
the supervision or control of any other 
court. 

Judge Ferguson sustained the motion to 
quash and uis action ends the matter.

That Is the Charge Against a Promi- 
nent Merchant. 

Lancaster, Pa., January 30.—Julius Lader- 
man, whose tobacco warehouse in this city 
was burned last evening, waS arrested late 
this afternoon charged with arson. 

Laderman was seen to leave the ware- 
house a few minutes before the fire broke 
out, and in the ruins today undoubted evi- 
dences of incendiarism were discovered.

Writes a Long Letter to The New York 


HAMMOND TELIA HIS STORY. 


Morning Journal. 

New York, January %1.—The Journal 
this morning prints the following: 

“Pretoria, via Colesburg, January 29.—To 
Hearst, Journal, New York: I was arrest- 
ed with sixty-four others, charged with 
sedition and high treason. The circum 
stances are as follows: 

“The history of the Transvaal is that 
of a small, unenlightened retrogressive 
community. The government is a narrow 
oligarchy, with a bad, inefficient admin- 
istration. Monstrous monopolies and cor- 
ruption are rampant. The new popula- 
tion, including many prominent, Americans, 
comprises more than twice the number 
of the governing class. They are the 
wealth producers, capable of all industries, 
yet they bear nine-tenths of the taxation. 

“They feel themselves alone, have no 
choice in affairs, are excluded from fran- 
chise, have no municipal government, no 
partictpation for their children in the pub- 
lic schools, They are oppressively taxed 
and badly treated. The independence of* 
the supreme court is constantly assailed by 
the legislature. 

“This condition of affairs has continued 
for years. All petitions for redress of griev- 
ances and remonstrances to the Boer legis- 
lature were treated with scorn. in Decem 
ber the leading citizens of Johannesburg, 
including ail the prominent Americans, 
constituted a reform committee to vubtain 
constitutional redress, and issued a mani- 
festo of their demands, having first hoisted 
the Trarsvaal flag and sworn to maintain 
the integrity of the republic. While agitat- 
ing the questions constitutionally the Jam- 
eson incident occurred, It was quite disas- 
sociated from the reform movement. 

“December 3lst the government sent a 
commission to Johannesburg asking the re- 
form committee to send a deputation to 
Pretoria. The deputation went and confer- 
red with the government. No understand- 
ing arrived at. 

“The battle of Doornkop was fought, 
Jameson’s column surrendered, and Johan- 
nesburg people asked to lay down their 
arms, which was done on understanding 
from the government that our demands 
would be favorably cousidered, which we 
were making solely to protect the lives 
of our wives, children and property. The 
government guaranteed protection to all 
these. 

‘The conditions of the government were 
carried out without any demvenstration of 
violence on our part. Nevertheless, many 
prominert Americans and others, number- 
ing sixty, were arrested and prosecuted 
for sedition and treason, under penal- 
ties involving imprisonment and confisca- 
tion of property valued at millions sterling. 

‘The detention of all the prisoners is 
unjustifiable, and the coniiscation of prop- 
erty a monstrous oppression. 

“Ask our government to urge on the 
Transvaal governnent that the demands 
of ths reform committes were reasonable, 
and based on primary principles of the 
republic. 

“Protest against the treatment of all, 
and of the Americans in particular. 

“If the Transvaal government persists 
in its present course our government can 
only invoke the aid of Great Britain, as 
paramount south African power, to coerce 
the Transvaal which then forefits the mor- 
al support of a sister republic. 

“This course the Transvaal would fear. 
' “First urge the reasonableness of our 
claim, then warn the Transvaal govern- 
ment of the consequences of loss of sup- 
port and of invoking aid of Great Britain, 
which is much disliked by the Transvaal 
government. 

‘Wire copies of this to Generals Miles 
and Schofield. . 

“Urge our government to act immediate- 
ly. Enlist sympathy in our favor. Reply 
to consul, Cape Town.

signs do not fail, those creditors who got 
in late attachments will not realize any- 
thing in the final wind up. The way va- 
rious firms were caught out and for such 
large amounts can be attributed to the 
fact that the firm enjoyed unlimited confi- 
dence in the business world and the senior 
member was viewed as a monument of 
business sagacity. The firm who sold 
Wheelwright & Co. was considered abso- 
lutely safe and their paper went through 
the banks like a flash. For the reasons 
Stated, the National bank of the State of 
Florida located.at Jacksonville, is in for 
many thousand dollars and President 
Stockton, of the bank, will probably lose 
&@ $5,500 loan made personally by him to the 
firm two weeks ago while he was in New 
York investigating the firm’s financial 
condition. President Stockton told friends 
here that he had reasons to doubt the 
firm’s solvency some weeks ago and went 
to New York to investigate. Relying on 
Statements they made him, pe considered 
them safe and made a personal loan of

‘its. Montgomery, Charged with the 
Murder of Her Husband, 


BRINGS HER INFANT INTO COURT 


She Takes Her Trial Quite Compla. 
cently—Story of the Killing of 
Her Husband. 


Rome, Ga., January %.—(Special.)—This 
morning Mrs. Joanna Montgomery was put 
on trial for her life before Judge Milner 
in the superior court. Wright & Henry 
and Hon. Wesley Shropshire represent the 
defendant, while Solicitor General Nun- 
nally is-looking after the prosecution. 

Judge Henry is, of course, debarred from 
taking part in the trial and is presiding 
at Cartersville superior court. r 

The case is one of the most sensational 
ever docketed in the court here. The fact 
that a white woman is on trial for her 
life for the alleged participation in the 
murder of her husband has attracted a 
great deal of attention, and the outcome of 
the trial will be awaited for with anxious 
expectancy. 

Sirs. wiontgomery appeared in court this 
morning with a six-weeks’-old infant in 
her arms and appeared to accept the situ- 
ation quite complacently. She expresses 
herself as being sure of acquittal and pro- 
tests most vehemently against the charge 
of helping to murder her husband. 

It has been just five months since the 
husband of the prisoner and father of the 
infant was struck down by an assassin’s 
knife while he lay in bed at his own home 
in Van's Valley. 

A Summer Night’s Tragedy. 

The story, as has been developed in the 
preliminary hearing, is a dark and bloody 
one. Thomas Montgomery was a widower 
and married a widow, he having a little 
girl and she two half-grown sons. Because 
of the children they disagreed. 

Mrs. Montgomery took sides with her 
sons, the Wilson boys, and on the morning 
of the murder, about 2 o’clock, she and 
her husband became engaged in a violent 
quarrel. She arose anda i:ighted a lamp, 
but changed her mind and lay down 
again after blowing the light out. 

On the day previous Harvey Wilson, her 
nineteen-year-old son, had told some of 
his associates that he was going west and 
that he was going to do something worth 
going there for before he left. 


He Bought a Knife. 


He came to Rome and bought a long- 
bladed knife, which he proceeded to 
sharpen to a keen edge. He made vague 
and indefinite threats of doing some deed 
of violence. 

Shortly after his mother lay down the 
quarrel between her and her husband was 
renewed more fiercely than ever and Harvey 
Wilson rushed into the room, remarking: 

“I am tired of this, and l’ll put a stop 
to the fuss.”’ 

He sprang forward and struck a murder- 
ous blow with the knife, which Montgome- 
ry received on his arm, and raising up, 
grabbed a chair with which to defend him- 
self. Harvey started to back out, when 
Mrs. Montgomery grabbed her husband 
from behind, as she claims, to keep him 
from killing Harvey. 

The latter then renewed the attack and 
Stabbed his unfortunate victim repeatedly, 
Montgomery calling for help until he sank 
down exhausted from the loss of blood 

Mrs. Montgomery and Harvey then left 
the house together and she went with 
him as far as the railroad, telling him to 
go to her father and tell him that they had 
killed Tom and to ask him what they had 
better do about it. She then went back 
to the house. 

The Tardy Alarm. 

After trying to wipe up the blood which 
deluged the fioor, she at last gave the 
alarm and friends and relatives of the 
wounded man hurried to the scene. He 
was removed to the home of his brother, 
W. J. Montgomery, where he lingered 
for a little over a week and then died. 

Harvey Wilson went to the home of his 
grandfatber, in Chatooga county, and de- 
fred the officers, who made several fu- 
tile efforts to arrest him. 

After Montgomery’s death he _  disap- 
peared and has not been heard of since. 
Mrs. Montgomery was arrested, and al- 
though in delicate health, was kept in 
jail for a month, until the grand jury 
found a true bill against her and Harvey 
Wilson, charging them both with murder. 
Judge Turnbull afterwards released her 
on $1,000 bond, and she went to the home 
of her brother in Chatooga county, where 
her baby was born shortly before Christ- 
mas. 

The case will occupy several days, as 
there are a large number of witnesses to 
examine. There was no trouble in secur- 
ing a jury this morning.

Equipment of the Helena. 


The boat Helena added to the - United 
States force afloat today, is an exact du- 
plicate of the Wilmingtor, Iaunched with 
the cruiser Nashville from the adjoining 
ways of the Newport News Ship Building 
and Dry Dock Company October 19th last. 
She is a thirteen-knot vessel of about 1,400 
tons displacement, 250 feet long, with the 
slight draft of nine feet, adapting her for 
service in shallow rivers, and when in 
commission will carry a complement of 170 
officers and men. The main battery of 
eight four-inch, quick-fire rifies, eight small 
rapid-fire rifles and two gatlings is de- 
signed more for attacks against unfortified 
positions than for combat against other 
naval vessels. It is intended that vessels 
of this class shall be kept in Chinese 
waters and the harbors of countries near 
the tropics, for which purpose she has 
been equipped with refrigerating apparatus 
and other appliances for the health and 
comfort of the crew. This vessel, like her 
sister ship, is electric lighted throughout. 
The cost was $280,000. Her godmother who 
christened her today is Miss Agnes Bell 
Steele, daughter of the mayor of Helena, 
Mont., who was in attendance today with 
and escort of four ladies ‘and gentlemen, 
having come east solely for today’s chris- 
tening. Assistant Secretary McAdoo, Rear 
Admiral Jewett, Naval Constructor Tay- 
lor, Assistant Judge Advocate 
Laucheimer, Lieutenants Niblack, Veeder 
and Knapp and several others represented 
the navy department at the launch and 
were among the d@stinguished guests of 
President C. P. Orcutt of the ship build- 
ing company, at a luncheon following the 
ceremony. 

The big coastwise passenger vessel of 
the Plant Line which preceded the Helena 
into the water today, in some respects is 
also a valuable addition to the American 
navy, as she is constructed in compliance 
with the government requirements for aux- 
iliary cruisers and is adapted for arming 
and commissioning whenever occasion 
arises. She is a steel vessel 404 feet long 
with 47 feet beam, and besides a large 
freight carrying capacity, has accommoda- 
tions for 300 first-class and 400 second-class 
passengers. One of her novelties is the in- 
Sstallation of water tube boilers, supplying 
steam to seven thousand horse-power en- 
gines, which should drive her at the rate 
of twenty knots. The Newport News dock- 
yard, although one of the youngest con- 
cerns in the country, has the most modern 
plant in this country and has been recently 
successful in securing contracts for the 
two battleships Kearsarge and Kentucky 
in competition with older American ship 
builders. The submarine torpedo boat for 
the navy is also being constructed here 
and keels will shortly be laid for two more 
light draft gunboats. Following the double 
launching today a dinner was served, at 
which Assistant Secretary McAdoo and 
other officers spoke. 


CHICAGOANS ARE AT WORK. 


They Intend That the Proposed Expo- 
sition Shall Succeed. 

Chicago, January 30.—Local capitalists, 
business men, public officials and promi- 
nent citizens generally have taken an inter- 
est in the preliminary work for holding 
a general exposition of southern products 
and resources in Chicago during next Sep- 
tember and October. The preliminary com- 
mittee on organization which has just 
been formed, is headed by William A. 
Giles and associated with him are eight 
prominent citizens, including Colonel Hen- 
ry L. Turner, commander of the First 
regiment, Illinois national guards, who 
made a triumphal entry of the south dur- 
ing the Atlanta exposition. 

This committee of the Chicago Southern 
States Exposition Company will assist 
Mayor Swift in the work of bringing dele- 
gations from the south and getting simi- 
lar delegations from Illinois to meet to- 
gether in Chicago February 19th: also to 
obtain full information regarding the expo- 
Sition, its rental, the cost of conducting 
the exposition from now to its opening 
and from its opening to the close and other 
intormation for the benefit of the delega- 
tion. Mayor Swift upon his return from 
Florida will send official requests to the 
mayors of the principal cities in thirteen 
southern states asking them to forward to 
the governors of their respective states re- 
quests for the appointment of five commis- 
Sioners from each state as delegates to the 
Chicago meeting. 

It is proposed to have the same number 
of delegates to represent Chicago. At 
these meetings steps will be taken to in- 
corporate the exposition company and then 
the stock will be subscribed for. 

It has been estimated by Malcolm Mc- 


Neill, secretary of the Chicago Southern 


States Association and secretary of the 
preliminary committee, that less than $100,- 
00 will be needed for the exposition and 
that a handsome surplus will remain in the 
treasury after all expenses are pald. There 
will be no dividend, however, the decision 
having been reached to give to charity any 
surplus of receipts over expenditures, in- 
cluding the repayment of the money sub- 
scribed. Chicago citizens will take half the 
stock and the remainder will be subscribed 
for by the thirteen states participating in 
the exposition, or aS many states as join 
hands. Chicago will bear the expense of 
a preliminary character and pay for the 
building, etc., while the southerners will 
bé expected to pay for transportation, in- 
stallation and care of exhibits. It is pro- 
posed to present all the non-perishable ex- 
hibits at the close of the exposition to the 
Field Columbian museum, as a gift of the 
various states to Chicago. The plan pro- 
posed is, that the president, vice president 
and general manager, assistant general 
manager and secretary shail be Chicago 
men, and that the directory be composed 
of one from each of the southert states 
represented with the same number from 
Illinois. It is also expected that each south- 
ern state will be represented by a vice 
president of the company. e names of 
Potter Palmer, Charles Counselman, Har- 
low N. Higginvotham (president of the 
world’s fair), Ferd W. Peck and ex-United 
States Senator Charles B. Farwell have 
been presented for president and that of 
David K. Hill, of the Willoughby & Hill 
firm of clothiers, for general manager.

AT LEAST TEN PER CENT GOES 


Judge Felton Signs an Order for At- 
torney Fees—The Death of Mrs. —

The movement for the establishment 


f a federal prison in the south should 
not be permitted to degenerate into a 
quarrel over a site. 

The necesstty for such a prison fs be- 
yond argument. The country is divided 
into two belts of distinct climatic condi-

ern home into a prison located where 
even the summer weather is often more 
severe than his own winter at home, is 
to consign him to certain death We 
have the word of federal judges and 
marshals that prisoners sent by them 
from the south to the north have brok- 
ed down in health, e?ther dying in prison 
or returning home as wrecks to die soon 
after. The idea of sending’ a prisoner 
from Georgia, Florida, Alabama or other 
states in this belt to a New York or 
Ohio prison is nothing short of inhu- 
manity. There is not a southern mem- 
ber of congress of either party who 
would vote for a continuance of such a 
policy. 

The proper thing to do, therefore, is to 
made the proposition for a southern 
prison effective by voting the appropria- 
tion. There should be no difference of 
opinion about this, nor delay in its per- 
formance. The question of lecation is 
entirely separate and should be settled 
on its own merits. Atlanta is not afraid 
to risk her advantages in comparison 
with those possessed by other places. 
and is perfectly willing to let that ques- 
tion take care of itself.

It is not often that Atianta, in her 
onward march, has committed a munic- 
ipal blunder, but that she did so when 
several streets were paved with rubble- 
stone is generally admitted.

The Republicans and Silver. 
As is usual in a presidential year, 
the republican candidates for the nomi- 
nation are making an effort to secure

the place it occupied in our currency 
system before it was demonetized in 
1873. 

In various ways these republican can- 
didates are digging bait and setting 
traps for the republican gudgeons that

Mr. Thomas B. Reed, employing Sen- 
ator William BE. Chandler as his mouth- 
piece, says that while fe is “not willing 
at this time to agree to the unlimited 
coinage of silver at the present ratio 
by the United States alone,” he is “op- 
posed to the gold monometallism of 
Cleveland and Carlisle and in favor of 
the republican bimetallism, to be se- 
cured by the most feasible means and 
with the least possible delay.” 

It is queer that such a humorist as 
Reed shoukl pick up the worn-ont whip 
with which Mr. Cleveland lashed tke 
cuckoos into line. It is possible, how- 
ever, that he has information to the ef- 
fect that the western republicans are 
really idiots and imbeciles; but we had 
supposed that they were merely tinis- 
guided mortals who imagined that the 
civil war was to be fought over again 
at every presidential election. We are 
already enjoying, “the republican bi- 
metallism” which Mr. Chandler eredits 
Mr. Reed with advocating. “Republican 
bimetallism” is gold monometallism, and 
that was brought about by a republican 
copgress. : 

But we have no desire to criticise the 
republican attitude on the silver ques- 
tion at this time. Our purpose is sim- 
ply to cail attention to the fact that such 
leaders as Reed and Chandler are of the 
opinion that the matter is important 
enough to renew their efforts to befuddle 
the minds of those who have herctofore 
voted with the republican party. 

Another symptom of the Same sort ifs 
to be found in the amendment offered to 
the bond Dill by Senator Baker, of Kan- 
Iiis amendment provides for the 
opening of the mints to the free coinage 
of American silver alone. He made an 
argument on his amendment and in fhis 
way tried to convince himself that he 
was in earnest. 

We mention these things to show 


that the republican leaders have their | 


eyes open to the necessity of keeping 
the silver republicans in line another 
four years. Whether they will succeed 
or not depends on circumstances; but 
the fact that they are making overtures 
to this powerful element of the party is 
an evidence of the fact that they do not 
believe the reports in their own organs 
to the effect that the silver question is 
dead. 

The division in the republican party 
on this issue is far more serious than 
that in the democratic organization. The 
democratic party would be a powerful or- 
ganization if every gold monometallist 
in its ranks were to desert tomorrow. 
The republican party would be shorn of 
its strength if the western free coinage 
states in its ranks were to desert. 

Hence the wide-awake leaders per- 
ceive that it would be suicidal for them 
to declare their real views and caine out 
for gold monometallism: So they make 
a pretense of favoring bimetallism.

Is It a Pattern for the Future? 

We desire to call the particular at- 
tention of our readers to the attitude ef 
the caucus bolters in the Kentucky leg- 
islaturee We have referred to the mat- 
ter before, but there are certain aspects 
of it that cannot be dwelt on with too 
much emphasis. Three facts ire to be 
especially borne in mind. 

1. That this is the first legislative 
party bolt that has occurred since the 
people in 1892 voted the democratic 
party into power in all branches of the 
government.

“This wail in favor of sticking to old 
customs,” said a prominent south Georgla 
lawyer who was in the city yesterday, ‘is 
about the funniest thing I have seen in 
the line of political developments for a 
long time. The only ‘argument,’ so-called, 
that is advanced against the holding of 


ONe convention instead of two is that it 


has been customary in the past to hold 
the two conventions. On the other side of 
the proposition is a plain statement of 
facts as to conditions which have not 
heretofore existed, but which, without 
goubt, make the consolidation suggested 
both feasible and desirable. About the 
poorest thing that can be said of a pian 
of procedure is that it is an old custom, 
and the man whose case has to rest upon 
that sort of an argument has a poor cas¢, 
indeed. 

‘Tl gee,” continued the speaker, “the 
point is made in Washington that perhaps 
the national convention might adopt a 
platform to which some democrats would 
not readily subscribe, and it is argued 
that such democrats would create strife 
im the party if they were to declare their 
allegiance to a state platform rather than 
@ national platform. That suggestion of 
strife comes from a peculiar source. It 
will be remembered that two years ago 
the democracy of Georgia adopted a piat- 
form which declared strongly fpr silver 
restoration, adopting a strong silver plank 
in their platform. Following that, at a 
lot of self-appointed meetings, the gentie- 
man who makes this criticism came to 
Georgia,and in all of his speeches repudiated 
the platform of the Georgia democrats. 
Now, I don’t believe that the national 
democracy is going to adopt a gold stand- 
ard platform, nor will it indorse the finan- 
cial policy of the present administration; 
but were it to do so, and were some of 
us to declare allegiance to a state deciara- 
tion which represe2ated our voices rather 
than to a platform which did not, wouldn’t 
we have ample precedent? 
mentioned one of these; the president’s 
repudiation of the last national platform 
was another.” 


“The people who for selfish reasons are 
opposing the one-convention idea,” re- 
marked ome of the state’s officers yester- 
day, “are endeavoring to mix it up with 
the financial question. The fact of the 
matter is, it is a proposition which to the 
democracy of Georgia is greater than that 
question, or any other. The members of 
the committee are not going to be foole) 
by any such misrepresentation. They see 
for the proposition many arguments, and 
they see that it will bring about party 
harmony and party success. I don’t think 
that there will be found much objection 
to the onme-convention idea, except from 
the few politicians who have axes to grind 
and believe that their personal desires are 
of.much more importance than the desires 
of the party. Little as you may? think it, 
there are some of those in Georgia. They 
would rather have an indorsement of their 
position—no matter how shallow—than to 
have democracy win. Of course they’d 
prefer to have both, but if either had to 
be sacrificed, they would say let the party 
go. They will not, however, succeed in 
fooling the people or the members of the 
committee. The gentlemen to whom the 
party has entrusted its affairs will not be 
swayed by anything. They will be ruled 
by their ideas of what is best for the 
party. They know that party harmony is 
essential to success, and that one conyen- 
tion will bring such harmony.” 


An interesting political rumor comes 
from the upper end of the eighth congres- 
sional district, and it puts Dr. N. G. Long, 
who was a member of the last senate, in 
the ranks of strong congressional pwussi- 
bilities. Dr. Long was one of the most 
prominent members of the semate, and al- 
though it was his entry into state politics, 
he certainly seemed to the manner born. 

The doctor is regarded as one of the 
strongest men in the eighth district. That 
be is specially strong with the people was 
demonstrated in his race for the senate 
two years ago. His friends point out that 
“on the financial question he strongly de- 
fended the cause of the people and the 
use of silver, when Judge Lawson saw ft 
to repudiate his pledze made to the peo- 
Ple before the election.” That the judge 
will be a candidate for re-election is said 
to be certain, and while a number of other 
prominent men in the eighth have been 
talked of, there stems at present to be a 
dearth of actual candidates. A prominent 
Clarke county man who was here yester- 
day said: “Dr. Long would be as very 
strong candidate, and I am inclined td be- 
lieve that his friends are going to put 
him in the race, He was an able mem- 
ber of the senate, is of a strong business 
sense, and would make an able representa- 
tive. The fact that he is a strong silver 
man is certainly in his favor in the eighth 
district, for it is a case in that district 
from this time forward of ‘No gold man 
need apply.’ ”’ 


Hon. William A. Broughton, who was 
also a member of the last senate, has been 
suggested as a possible candidate for state 
treasurer. The Madison Advertiser con- 
tains the following editorial on the subject: 

“Hon. Robert U. Hardeman, after twelve 
years in the service of the state as her 
bonored and trusted treasurer, has an- 
nounced his intentions to retire to the 
shades of private life. He will not, there- 
fore, become a candidate for re-election 
when his term expires.

The City Code Says the Clerk Shall 
Provide for a Mayor, 


WILL CALL A MEETING TODAY 


Atlanta has been without a chief execu- 
tive since 10 o’clock yesterday morning. 

But before tonight comes the Gate City 
of the South will have an acting mayor 
clothed with all the authority and power 
the city charter gives the Atlantian who 
receives the votes of the people for that 
position. 

It will be the first time in the history 
of Atlanta the section of the code, under 
which the temporary executive is provided 
has been called into use. : 

Once before something very Iike the 
presermt condition of affairs existed and it 
was overcome with ease, but in a different 
Way. 

Atlanta’s code prevides that the city 
shall have a mayor pro tem. who shall be 
vested with the rights and powers of the 
mayor during the absence from the city 
of the mayor or his inability for any 
reason to discharge the duties of the office. 
That section of the code is indexed as 
section 12, and was written when Atlanta 
had onity three members of the board of 
aldermen. It provided that the senior 
member of that beard, the one serving the 
last year of his three years—the aldermen 
were then elected one each year—should 
be mayor pro tem. 

At that time the mayor presided over 
the meetings of the general council and 
one lieutenant had proven enough for the 
service, But during Hon. John Tyler 
Cooper’s occupancy of a chair in the board 
of aldermen he caused an amendment to 
be secured to the city charter relieving 
the mayor from the work of presiding over 
the meetings of the general council except 
when officers were to be elected. That 
amendment increased the scope of the 
position and at the same time it provided 
that the mayor pro tem. should be elected 
by the general council, the membership 
having been increased from three to six, 
that number of wards resulting from the 
amendments. During Mayor  Cooper’s 
administration as mayor his mayor pro 
temt. was called out of town and a pro- 
visional mayor pro tem. was selected to 
preside over the meeting of the general 
council 
‘ The tenure of office by the provisional 
mayor pro tem was measured by the 
absence of the mayor pro tem. The 
minute that official reappeared upon At- 
lanta political fields the provisional mayor 
pro tem. went dead politically, and when 
the same emergency arose again during 
the same year a second provisional mayor 
pro tem. had to be provided. On both of 
those occasions, however, it so happened 
that one of the two, either the mayor or 
the mayor pro tem. was in the city, but 
sick at home, while the other was away. 

That did not leave Atlanta wholly head- 
less, so it was not necessary to call into 
use section 264. 

Though it has been idle since the govern- 
or attached his signature to it, section 2&4 
is worth the paper it is written on and 
will stand Atlanta in good service just 
now. 

Mayor King was relieved of the gavel 
when Hon. Joe Hirsch was elected mayor 
pro tem. At the second meeting of the 
general council after Mr. Hirsch’s elec- 
tion he was taken so ill that he could not 
leave home and Mr. Dimmock, the junior 
alderman from the north side, was made 
provisional mayor pro tem., his term of 
office being co-extensive with the length 
of absence from the council chamber of 
Mr. Hirsch. 

Wednesday Mayor Pro Tem. Hirsch left 
the city for Hot Springs. That left At- 
lanta with two officials fully qualified to 
discharge the duties of mayor—Mayor 
King and Provisional Mayor Pro Tem. 
Dimmock. Either of these gentlemen in 
the city now would give Atlanta a head, 
but both of them are now in Philadeiphia. 

The signing of checks, warrants and ether 
papers that must be perfected tomorrow 
makes the presence of a mayor absolutely 
necessary. 

There is but one way to provide that of- 
ficial, and that is by section 246, and there 
is but one man in Atlanta who can put 
that section in motion to accomplish the 
desired result. 

That man is City Clerk Phillips, and until 
he obeys the demands of the section he is 
practically the head of the municipal gov- 
ernment. 

The section—it can be found on page 1% 
of the city code of 1891—provides that when 
both the mayor and mayor pro tem. shall 
be absent or under disability preventing a 
service, the city clerk shall call a special 
meeting of the genera] council for the pur- 
pose of considering the situation, It de- 
clares that the general council shall by 
resolution declare the existence of the va- 
cancies, if any, and them proceed to the 
election of another mayor pro tem. who 
shall succeed to and exercise all the powers 
and duties of a chief executive until the 
mayor or previously chosen mayor pro 
tem. shall and does resume his duties. 

That section makes it. obligatory upon 
City Clerk Phillips to cal the members of 
the general council together in special ses- 
sion today. His authority for issuing the 
call is in the section, and When that body 
meets Clerk Phillips will call it to order, 
explain the situation, cite the section and 
direct the members to elect a mayor pro 


tem. 

Clerk Phillips will most likely tssue the 
call this morning. 

Then, when the warrants are to be sign- 
ed tomorrow, there will be an official head 
to write his name.

THE PLANS FOR THE JONES AVE. 
BRIDGE PERFECTED. 


The Bridge Committee Disposes of the 


The bridge committee of the general 
council met yesterday afternoon on the 
mayor's appointments in the city hall. 

Mr. Sims, of the fifth ward, chairman; 
Mr. Woodward, of the third ward, and Mr. 
Day, of the second ward, were present, 
and along with them -were Captain Clay- 
ton, city — and his assistant, Mr. 
T. H. B. Wilson. 

The city engineer had with him the two 
plans for the Jones avenue bridge, and 
both were opened for inspection by the 
members of the committee. 

Assistant Engineer Wilson’s figures 
showed that the better bridge of the two 
plans presented would cost nearly $17,000. 
In round figures that sum reached the es- 
timate compiled in the engineer’s office 
when the work on the plans had progress- 
ed far enough to know what would be 
required in the way of labor and material 
to construct the bridge. 

Fifteen thousand dollars have been set 
aside by the general council for the 
bridge. Of that amount the two raflroad 
companies passing through the cut un- 
derneath have agreed to pay $10,000, the 
Southern giving $5,000 and the Western and 
Atlantic lessees $5,000. 

The additional $5,000 considered in the ap- 
propriation the city expected to pay. 

But as the bridge is used by the Chatta- 
hoochee river Street Car Company and the 
Consolidated Street Car Company, it was 
decided through advice of the city attor- 
ney that the two street car companies 
could be made pay the third $5,000 or be 
denied the right of way over the bridge. 
One of the two companies practically 
agreed to pay one-half of the one-third 
needed. . 

But through with the figures making the 
estimation of the cost of the a a 
engineers ascertained that it might take 
nearly $2,000 more to construct the bridge 
contemplated. It was then they sought for 
other designs—designs less expensive, and 
the work resulted in finding a bridge that 
could be put up for about 912,000. That 
bridge was much lighter than the one 
first formulated and of much shorter life. 
It was almost a fac simile of the old 
Broad street bridge. 

The city decided to adopt the plans for 
a heavier bridge and will at once advertise 
for bids, the last bid to come in at the 
expiration of thirty days from the first 
day the advertisement is issued. 

That the engineer estimates the cost of 
the bridge after the plan accepted by the 
committee at $17,000 does not imply thai 
the bridge designed will cost that money 
by any means. The contractors will study 
the plan and designs the committee pre- 
sents in its advertisement and make their 
own estimate. 

The Alabama street bridge papers were 
brought out and it was shown that all 
legal obstruction to the construction of 
that bridge or the extension of the same 
had not been removed and that work 
could not be started until every obstacle 
had been swept away. 

Mr. Sims was instructed to confer with 
Judge Anderson, city attorney, at once 
and to take such steps in acquiring what 
the city needs to secure the early inaugu- 
ration of work as the city attorney would 
advise.

Creditors Are Past Filing Their Claims 
Against Mr. Marion. 


RAVEN GETS A_ VERDICT 


The Superigr and First Division of the 
City Court Both Held Two Ses- 
sions Yesterday. 


Deputy Sheriff A. W. Hill, of the sheriff’s 
office, was aroused Wednesday night after 
he retired and asked to serve a batch of 
attachments on the property of S. Marion, 
the retail grocer and coal dealer on Ma- 
rietta street. 

The attachments were ordered issued by 
Judge Lumpkin on the strength of a peti- 
tion presented him by Rice & Moss, attor- 
meys for Mr. A. Y. Moss. The pctition 
showed that Marion was indebted to Moss 


in the amount of $69.18 for wood shipped 
him from Cobb county. The charge of 
fraud was made by the plaintiff, al’eging 


that Marion was a well-to-do business man | 


and in addition to his interests on Marietta 
street, owned several very valuable picces 
of property assessed at nearly $30,000. It is 
claimed that the grocery store of Marion 
Was secretly sold last Friday night and 
that with the store went his coal and wood- 
yard. The purchaser named in the paper 
was the firm of Wall & Cannon. 

It was further cliamed that the beer sa- 
loon was sold to William Shirley, who was 
formerly employed as a clerk and bartend- 
er. On Friday morning Mr. Marion bor- 
rowed from Mr. George 8S. May $1,000, for 
which a mortgage was given on some of 
his property. On the same day a mortgage 
was given by Marion to Mrs. Minnie 
Stacks, evidently for borrowed money. The 
other property was covered by mortgages 
in the amount of $14,000. The petition was 
filed because the plaintiff claims that all 
of these transfers were made with a view 
of defrauding the creditors and that Marion 
now has in his posseS8sion a large amount of 
money which he withholds from those 
whom he justly owes. The heavy mort- 
gages on the property and the transfers 
claimed to have been secretly and fraudu- 
lently made were the grounds on which at- 
tachments were recently issued by the 
court on a petition presented by J. J. & J. 
E. Maddox and W. A. Russell & Co. 

The petition of Moss goes further and 
states that Marion has been frequently ep- 
proa@hed by his counsel and asked to 
make a statement or in some way make a 
settlement of the accounts. In all in- 
stances, recites the paper, Marion has re- 
fused to give satisfaction or make a pay- 
ment, though he does not deny that he has 
a large amount of money. Mr. Marion has 
employed Attorney C. B. Reynolds to rep- 
resent him in the suits now pending, but re- 
fuses to make any statement in regard to 
his solvency or the transfers of his prep- 
erty. Mr. Marion has been very prominent 
in business circles, and it was thought 
that he was doing a profitable business on 
Marietta street until the mortgages were 
filed and the attachments levied. 


Raven Gets a Verdict. 

In the case of Raven vs. the city, which 
was heard before Judge Berry yesterday, 
a@ verdict was reached finding the amount 
of $50 and costs of the case in favor of the 
plaintiff. 

Raven, who is a negro employed as a mail 
carrier, alleged that he was driving out 
Capitol avenue one night last fall, when 
the cart in which he was riding was over- 
_turned by running into a pile of stone, 
which had been placed in the street by 
employes of the city. It was due to their 
carelessness in not placing~a red light on 
the stone that the accident occurred. He 
testified that the night was very dark and 
he was not able to see, but drove on 
supposing that the street was not ob 
structed. 

His cart was overturned, and in addition 
to having his wheel smashed and harness 
broken, he claimed that he sustained per- 
manent injuries, The stone was hauled by 
the city and placed on the street for the 
purpose of making some improvements in 
the paving. Raven was represented in his 
suit by Attorney C. D. Maddox. 

The hearing of the case occupied the day 
in the court, and when the hour for ad- 
journment had been reached the jury had 
not found a verdict. The foreman was call- 
ed into the courtroom and instructed by the 
judge to seal the verdict if it was found be- 
fore the opening of court this morning and 
hand it in when the court was called to or- 
der. The verdict was found during the af- 
ternoon and accepted by the judge. Raven 
asked for $3,000, but will receive only $60.

Billets have participat- 
ed in the bessemer advance, and $18 to 
$18.50, Pittsburg, are the quotations of mills, 
with several sales at the former figures. 
While foundry irons have not changed in 
price, and there are reports of cutting, 
particularly by certain southern producers, 
there is a disposition on both sides of this 
market to confine deliveries to the next few 
months.

Financial Gossip. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

For the present, being relieved of the 
monetary uncertainties which had par- 
alyzed it, the market is on the improve, It 
is a purchase. Reactions will not be im- 
portant enough, in our judgment, to keep 
buyers at the current range of prices long 
out of profits. The natural tendency is 
upward. 

Instead of the doubts prevalent the first 
half of January, and which had to do very 
largely with the floating of the new bond 
issue and consequent fears of the coinci- 
dent disarrangement of the money market, 
there is the certainty that such disturbance 
will be neither protracted nor severe. 

This consideration alone is of much bene- 
fit to the speculative situation. 

So also are the gold imports and the 
lower rates for time money. 

Gross earnings with few exceptions are 
not great, but the increase in that regard 
is so uniform as to indicate progress in the 
right direction. So altogether, considering 
the low range of prices, the forces row at 
work for higher quotations are more po- 
tent than the recognized adverse, condi- 
tions, such as enfeebled trade and the un- 
settled currency question. Moreover, strong 
interests must be at wark again, as witness 
the renewed activity, at rising quotations, 
in (the securities of the most important 
railway system in the process of reorgani- 
zation—the Philadelphia and Reading. 

Barring some unexpected accident to the 
financial situation, low-priced stocks will 
sell considerably above their present level 
during coming-months. How very low that 
level is, is best shown by comparing quo- 
tations of the past day or two with those 
ee in the great upward movement of 
1895.

New York, January 30.—Liverpool was 
active and higher, the crop movement 
was small, shorts covered and prices ad- 
vanced. There is said to be a large short 
interest in March and April cotton in Liv- 
erpool, and the strength of the New York 
market is partly attributed to this fact. 
The trading here, however, is to a great 
extent for local account at the moment, 
and is for the most part for quick turns. 
The local sales were 127,900 bales, and the 
close was steady with this crop 4 to 6 
points higher than last night, while Oc- 
tober was 1 point higher, and the later 
months irregular. The south sold the next 
crop. The receipts at the interior points 
today were liberal, and the estimated re- 
ceipts at Houston and New Orleans tomor- 
row were also large. 

Liverpool reacted before the close. An- 
other anti-option bill was introduced into 
congress, and as already intimated, the 
speculation continued on a narrow scale, 
still Liverpool spot sales were 12,000 bales. 
Futures there for this crop advanced % 
to 1% points, and closed steady, though 
it is true that the next crop declined 
1 to 2 points as compared with the last 
figures of yesterday. The receipts at the 
ports were even smaller than the early 
estimate, which was so small that 
it started consigerable covering. 
Actual receipts proed only 14,184. 
The exports, on the @#ther hand, were near- 
ly double the receipts, being 24,000 bales. 
New Orleans advanced 6 to 6 points. 

Spot cotton here was unchanged; 3,357 
bales were taken for export on direct 
shipments, and 133 were sold for consump- 
tion. Southern spot markets were gener- 
alily unchanged.

Lamson Bros. & Co.’s Grain Letter. 


Chicago, January 8.—For a while this 
mcrning after the opening it looked very 
much as if the advance of yesterday had 
been too rapid and that the day would 
end with lower prices. There was nothing 
bullish in the first news to en“eurage buy- 


ers, and holders were sellers to a moderate, 


extent, but shortly after the news turned 
very strong and the market developed a 
marked degree of strength, advancing dur- 
ing the course of the session from 64% to 
66%.

HELD AN ENTHUSIASTIC M¥EET- 
ING YESTERDAY. 


Delegates Elected to the State Conven- 
tion in Augusta—Plans for the 
Rouse Memorial 


The Atlanta chapter of the Daughters of 
the Confederacy held quite an enthusiastic 
session yesterday morning in the lecture 
hall of the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation. Quite a large number of ladies 
Were present, and plans for the coming 
year were outlined and discussed. 

The local chapter is the strongest in 
the state, and its membership includes 
about 175 of the most prominent ladies in 
Atlanta. Every member is thoroughly en- 
thused with the work, and the society is 
exerting every possible effort toward the 
preservation of confederate relies, and the 
propagation of southern history. 

Perhaps the most important business 
transacted at the meeting was the ap- 
pointment of six delegates to the state 
convention, which meets in Augusta the 
Sth of next month.

The proposed museum will be a mag- 
nificent structure, and is to cost $250,000. 
It will contain a large assembly hall, on 
the walls of which will hang the portraits 
of many prominent southern women. 

Ceneral Gordon ‘thas made a strong ap- 
peal to the south for the raising of this 
mcrney, and the ladies declare that thcy 
will not rest until every cent of the amount 
has been subscribed. 

The proposed erection of a handsome 
monument to Jefferson Davis, in Rich- 
mond, will also be discussed at the con- 
vention.

The Colonial Committee Perfects Its 
Permanent Organization. 


WILL SECURE THE CHIMES 


They Have Put Their Plan in Opera- 
tion and Are Receiving Many 
Donations. 


An enthusiastic meeting of the colonial 
committee was held yesterday at which 
plans were adopted for the year’s work. 
The object of the ladies will be threefold, 
viz: First, historical; second, patriotic; 
third, artistic. 

They will endeavor to encourage others in 
preserving and collecting everything of his- 
torical value, to foster patriotism by cele- 
brating in various ways and calling atten- 
tion of the young to all national and state 
holidays, etc; to cultivate the artistic taste 
of the city by using their inuenfice to im- 
prove sidewalks and shade trees; to remove 
unsightly objects; to beautify parks and 
Squares and to adorn the streets of the city 
with noble works of art. All this they 
hope to accomplish as they may be able, 
and they propose to enlist the children in 
this work and to divide them into bands 
in every ward so that they will learn along 


‘with their textbooks the valuable lesson -of 


Saving and the beautiful lesson of giving. 

A mass meeting of all the children in the 
city and their friends will be held at the 
tabernacle on Washington's birthday, at 
which a musical contest by the different 
public schools will take place. The suc- 
cessful school will receive an elegant fram- 
ed copy of Stuart’s Athenaeum portrait of 
Washington. 

The ladies propose as their first: work to 
erect a very imposing stone tower in a 
central and commanding spot, in commem- 
oration of the great work of the exposition 
just past, which has brought so much pros- 
perity to Atlanta, and which must be re- 
corded as Atlanta’s greatest achievement. 
Donations of plans for this tower will be 
asked of all the thirteen states, so that a 
fine selection may be made. Many have 
been already proffered—lItalian, Dutch, 
campanile, colonial, etc. 

The tower will contain three decks, the 
first of which will be filled up as a small 
museum with objects of interest connected 
with the exposition—portraits of the direc- 
tors, colonial committee; brass plates with 
names of donors and similar objects—for a 
beginning. A small entrance fee will be 
charged to this museum which will be used 
in keeping up the tower, and as the years 
go by it will be made an interesting and 
valuable collection. 

The tower will be surmounted by a mag- 
nificent chime of thirteen bells, each named 
in honor of the state it represents. These 
bells will be hung with all the latest im- 
proved automatic adjustments, so as to 
mark the hour like a clock and give con- 
certs as well. Eight of the bells will be 
hung, so that they may be rung as weil 
as chimed, ani on notable occasions a peal 
will be rung in addition to the concert on 
the chimes. Atlanta has one of the finest 
bell ringers in America, Professor E. Liley, 
who, with his father, grandfather and eight 
brothers has been a London bell ringer 
for years, and is familiar with every chime 
and tower in that great city. Under his 
guidance a band of bell ringers would be 
trained who would give us rare treats in 
the way of street music. 

The ladies expect to have the handsomest 
and most interesting feature of any city 
in the southern states, something that will 
be a credit to the town: They expect every- 
body to help them a little. They expect 
everybody to be very liberal—the park com- 
missioners, the board of education, the city 
council, the fire department, the police de- 
partment and all the other departments. It 
is safe to say that any city father who 
would generously appropriate $1,000 for an 
Arabian Night’s entertainment of a bell 
that did not belong to them would not be 
mean when it came to thirteen bells of 
their own. The ladies have had some 
handsome donations. They do not propose 
to beg—if they can help it. All that has 
been given so far was voluntary, and none 
more appreciated than the following:

Being an inexperienced 
florist, the defendant shows that she was 
desired by the plaintiffs to purchase prop- 
erty in the new town and beautify the 
grounds, thus making the place attractive 
for pleasure seekers. The proposition of 
Carter & Evans, as set forth by the peti- 
tion, was that she buy eight acres of land 
in the center of the town, which was to 
be beautified by her, and when this was 
done the piaintiffs were to erect at a cost 
of $500 a lake which was to cover three 
acres. 


Mrs. Boynton alleges that the price to be | 


paid for the eight acres was $2,500, but that 
the lake was to be built by the owners of 
the land. She says she was carried to the 
hew town and found several men working 
on a sidetrack and other improvements 
Started. She said she also saw General C. 
A. Evans on the ground, who told her he 
was out for the purpose of locating a site 
for a school, which would also enhance the 
property she was thinking of purchasing. 
Carter & Evans, she states, also agreed 
to and promised that stores and residences 
were to be built and that as soon as she 
began to beautify the property they de- 
sired to sell her many other residences 
would be built and the property would be- 
come very valuable. 

It is also sworn by Mrs. Boynton that 
she at that time owned a residence on 
Forest avenue, which was worth $6,000, and 
which she placed in the hands of Carter 
& Evans to be sold, after which she would 
buy the property. She claims that she was 
presented a paper to be signed, which was 
in fact notes in favor of J. J. McDaniel 
and that she had no knowledge of the notes 
being in existence until she was sted and 
judgment was obtained on the notes. The 
notes. it is ciaimed, were placed in the 
Home Bank of Atlanta and sued on by the 
bank through President Collins. 

Mrs. Boynton claims that she was prom- 
ised by the plaintiffs that she would be 
protected on the notes and that no harm 
would come to her if she would do as they 
told her. She was then prevailed upon to 
mortgage her home for $3,000 and with the 
money bought the eight acres in Montral., 
After she moved to Montreal she said 
the improvements once started had ceased 
and she found that her property was noth- 
ing but farm land and worth but a nomi- 
nal figure when compared with the price 
paid for it. 

The lake, which was to contain three 
acres of land, she states, was never con- 
structed, but a little pond was excavated, 
which soon away. She prays for

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Superintendents Are To Hold a Conference 
at Birmingham Today. 


WILL DISCUSS LUMBER TRAFFIC 


It Is Necessary That Uniform Rules 
Be Adopted for Loading Long 
Lumber on Cars. 
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The superintendents of a number of 
Southern roads will meet in Birmingham 
teday to discuss uniform rules for loading 
leng lumber. 

This is a technical question, but is of 
great importance to mill men, railway peo- 
ple and consumers in the north and. west. 
Here in the south, the lines have different 
rules for leading lumber. One requires 
one thing and another line has other re- 
quirements. A shipment of lumber which 
originates on the Georgia Southern and 
Florida for instance might be loaded in a 
way that could easily be hauled over that 
line, but would not be safe to handle with- 
out reloading over the Cincinnati Soutiern. 
It is customary to ioad two and three cars 
together. On a road which has sharp 
eurves this is dangerous. Some of the 
mills do not pay aitention to the brakes 
when loading. The roads north of the Ohio 
are very strict about the loading of cars 
offered to them and will turn back a car 
in a minute if it is not loaded according 
to the standard rules. Or if the car is not 
turned back the load is transferred to an- 
other car and the line delivering is charged 
for that expense. The cost of transferring 
a load runs from $2.50 to $3. One of the 
roads here in Atlanta, passing through 
Atlanta, received a bill yesterday for $lo 
for transferring at an Ohio river point. 
This expense will be charged back against 
the. initial line. The mill man will not 
have to pay, but some company will haye 
to stand it. 

Often a question arises over the proper 
loading of Jumber and a long delay ensues, 
For instance, the Central railroad might 
offer three car loads to the Southern for 
the Pullman company, at Pullman, III. 
If the cars were not loaded according to 
the Southern’s rules the cars might be 
turned back on the Central to be loaded 
properly. The lumber possibly would be 
transferred to other cars and they might 
be refused by the Southern, and would in 
turn be sent back to the Central. Just 
such a case as this has occurred, and a 
shipment of several cars would be delayed 
for weeks. This is all very annoying. If 
it is possiple to aGopt some uniform rules 
it will be a great tmprovement on the 
present method, which is very unbusiness 
like. 

Five years ago several of the operating 
men got togeiner and formulated some 
rules which certain roads udopted, but they 
did not come into general use, The iuro- 
per trade 1s heavy and the southern mills 
are shipping large quantities to the west. 
There tiave been times when some of the 
initial lines were short of cars to handle 
the iumoer offered.

BECK TO BE HELD. 
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YOUNG MAN WANTED IN HAR- 
RISBURG, PA. 
Requisition Papers and an Officer Wil] 
Be Sent to Atlanta for Him—He 
Says $150 Is Involved. 
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George Beck, the young man arrested at 
the postoffice Wednesday, on the advice 
that he is wanted in Harrisburg, Pa., is 
still held at police headquarters and it will 
likely be several days before he is taken 
back to Pennsylvania. 

Beck is wanted in Harrisburg for em- 
bezzlement. The amount involved is not 
known here but Beck claims that it is only

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It was thought that a reward had been 
offered for Beck in Harrisburg, but a tele- 
Re to Chief Connolly yesterday from

The Harrisburg officer stated that requisi- 
tion papers had been applied for and that 
as soon as they were received from the 
governor of Pennsylvania an officer would 
start to Atlanta after Beck. 

Beck says that he has ro fears -of re- 
turning to Harrisburg. He stated last 
night that he had not decided whether to 
fight the requisition papers, but would 
make up his mind this morning. He claims 
to have friends in the city who, he says, 
will aid him in his trouble. 

An account of Beck’s arrest appeared 
in reatardax Constitution.

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1 PRESIDENT COLLIER BECOMES A 


CITIZEN OF ATLANTA AGAIN. 


Leaves the Exposition at Last—His 
Career Was Notable—Located at 
the Capital City Bank. 


President Charles A. Collier is again a 
citizen of Atlanta. His work at the expo- 


sition is done. 

He spent his last hour in the old office 
in the administration building yesterday 
morning. At noon he gave orders to have 
his desk placed on the large dray that wait- 
ed outside, stepped into his carriage, 
glanced again at the deserted park and 
drove rapidly into the city. The departure 
of the president marks the official ending 
of the exposition. The fair was closed a 
month ago. The crowds ceased to come 
and the exhibitors rushed away, but there 
was work to be done still, and to the hands 
of the president was entrusted by the 
board of directors the authority to attend 
to all matters coming up after the close. 

President Collier has not been idle since 
the first of the year. He has had a multi- 
tudinous array of details to dispose of. On 
the Ist of January the entire force was 
cut off. The board of directors stopped 
their regular sessions; the executive com- 
mittee ceased to meet and ail official au- 
thority was concentrated in the president. 
He shouldered it all with the same spir- 
it which had characterized his course 
through the fair. For nearly two years he 
worked incessantly in the interest of the 
exposition. He left nothing undone to 
further the cause of the great enterprise. 
He was the real backbone of ihe movement 
to have the exposition, and when the 
scheme was realized he went in with coat 
off to earry it forward to success. Even 
before he was elected to the position oi 
president and director general, he Was 
steadily at work in its interests. Upon 
the resignation of Director General Palmer 
he was clected to fill the vacancy and from 
that time until yesterday at noon the ex- 
position has been his sole thought and 
theme. At times the strain of duties was 
almost beyond endurance. He was har- 
assed beyond measure. The burden was 
big. It was a Titanic task, but he took it 
up cheerfully and has .raved it through 
with heroic spirit. 

Calm in demeanor, even in temperament, 
and equitable in every question that called 
for a decision, President Collier made a 
record at the exposition which will always 
be honored. His course was marked by in- 
disputable fairness. In a great enterprise 
like the exposition there were questions 
which arose requiring the finest skill, and 
the most astute consideration. In hand- 
ling these President Collier did net flinch. 
There was no half-way ground for him. To 
those familiar with the inner life of the 
exposition it was a notable fact that there 
was never a question raised regarding the 
decision of the-president. It was final. It 
was accepted in good spirit. Naturally 
there was a series of strenuous kicks made 
by certain elements at the exposition. But 
these were never aimed at President Col- 
lier. It was known he had no private 
scheme to promote. His decisions were un- 
biased, and made with a total disinterested- 
ness of purpose. 

One feature of the official course of Pres- 
ident Collier was noticeable, and that was 
his decided evolution in point of oratory. 
Upon almost every occasion he was called 
on to make a speceh. Those who hearc 
him at the beginning of the fair and those 
who had the pleasure to listen to him dur- 
ing the latter days were astounded at the 
change. Possibly it was constant practice) 
possibly it was the triumphant assurance 
that the enterprise had been a success that 
made the change, but the improvement was 
noted. The pronounced bashfulness of the 
early days of the exposition disappeared 
when he faced a large audience. 

Since the close of the fair he has been 
constantly at work upon the affairs at- 
tendant upon the finishing days. 

Nothing remains for President Collier to 
do. He has completed his official career. 
Iiereafter he will be located at the Capital 
City Bank, where he will take up once 
more his private business. ; 

“I have finished at last,’’ he said yvester- 
day, “‘I feel rather reheved. It has been a 
lonesome task to remain out here since the 
fair closed. I believe the sight of these 
deserted grounds has been the most ar- 
duous feature of the afterdays. 

“Nothing remains now but for me to 
make my report. This will be completed in 
a few morths. Tomorrow I shall take up 
my private work where I left off two years 
ago. It will seem rather strange to settle 
down to a regular ousiness life again.”’ 

The office of the president has been strip- 
ped of furniture. xcept for the office of 
Secretary Lewis, no one else remains in the 
administration building. Secretary Lewis 
will probably remain on the grouné@s sever- 
al weeks longer. He has a huge task before 
him in filling out the diplomas of award.

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Officers at Ball Ground Think They Have 
the Tombstone Man. 


WANTED HERE FOR LARCENY 
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Miller Is Said To Have Collected $315 
Due to G. Crouch and Failed To 
Make Returns. 


Officers at Ball Ground, Ga., a station 
on the Marietta and North Georgia rail- 
road, beyond Marietta, think they have 
under arrest Thomas T. Miller, who is 
badly wanted in Atlanta. 

Miller is wanted here for-Jarceny after 
trust, in that he collected about $315. be- 
longing to CC. C. Crouch, the Whitehall 
street monument and tombstone man. He 
made no returns of the money collected and 
Mr. Crouch is anxious to prosecute him. 

Yesterday a telegram was received by 
Chief of Police Connolly from Ball Ground, 
stating that a man had been arrested there 
answering to the description of Miller. If 
the prisoner proves to be the right man an 
officer will be sent after him this after- 
noon.. 

Miller formerly lived in Marietta, and 
the officers think it likely that it is he in 
that section. He was for some time a 
machine agent in Marietta and, it is said, 
lived at some point on the Marietta and 


North Georgia, making it probable that he, 


has returned there. 

When last\ heard from Miller was in 
Reynolds, Ga., a small place south of Ma- 
con. He wrote from that place two days 
before Christmas, stating that he would 
be in Atlanta for the holidays, but so far 
as known he has never put in an appear- 
ance here. Mr. Crouch and Miller’s family 
have made every effort to locate the miss- 
ing man, but their endeavors have been 
unavailing. When last heard from he was 
on a business tripe for his employer, Mr. 
Crouch, and it was on that trip that he 
is alleged to have collected the money 


in question. 

Mr. Crouch had a number of customers 
in Reynolds, Madison and other places be- 
tween there and Macon, and he says that 
Miller collected amounts due him, giving 
the usual receipts for the money. The fact 
of the collections was not reported to Mr. 
Crouch until some time afterward, when 
he made inquiries about Miller’s where- 
abouts. T'wo or three weeks ago he began 
to receive letters stating that his cus- 
tomers held Miller’s receipts for money 
paid for the firm, and it was then that Mr. 
ew suspected that Miller had defrauded 
1im. 

When his investigation Had been com- 
pleted Mr. Crouch found that Miller had 
collected about $315 and made no return 
of it. Failing to find or hear from his 
former agent, he called on Chief of Police 
Connolly and asked that steps be taken to 
have the tombstone agent arrested. Chief 
Connolly prepared and sent out circulars to 
officers in this and adjoining states, and 
the advice from Ball Ground is the first 
heard of the work. If Miller is under ar- 
rest. he will be brought back to Atlanta 
and vigorously prosecuted, Mr. Crouch 
claiming to have given him every opportu- 
nity to settle his accounts with him. 

The charge of larceny after trust is a 
serious ‘state charge, and. by reason of 
the prominence of Miller the case will be 
an interesting one if he is brought back. 
le has a family in Atlanta who are well 
known and who stand well. Miller’s fam- 
ily cannot account for his strange action 
in remaining away from home so long, and 
they are in great distress at his continued 
absence. They have not heard from him 
since before Christmas and fear that some- 
thing has befallen him. 

(Miller’s friends in Atlanta state that he 
will return and settle his obligations.

Negro—Will Help To Develop 
His Higher Faculties, 


In the chapel of the Atlanta seminary 
the students and faculty of that institution, 
together with those of Spelman seminary, 
a number of citizens and most of the city 
pastors listened to a brilliant address yes- 
terday afternoon by State School Commis- 
sioner G. R. Glen. 

In the course of his remarks the commts- 
sioner said he regarded some things set- 
tied; among others was the fact that the 
black man of the south is here to stay.

It was clear to his 
mind that here the black man is to stay, 
and work out his destiny. Whatever may 
be said to the contrary the best place in 
America for the black man is here in the 
south; his chances for success; his grand- 
est possibilities are here in the land where 
te ote tees a Slavery, though hard,

The race problem is recetving the at- 
tention of the best minds in the world, 
and among the very best of those are the 
white people of the south. They are. in- 
terested in the welfare, prosperity and 
manhood of the black man, and they are 
contributing to the forces which are de 
veloping these. 

The recognition of te race tn the recent 


exposition, the representation gtven on 


opeming day in the person of Booker pe 
Washington, the applause bestowed upon 
him—all indicate that the whites of the 
south are proud of the progress of their 
negro fellow citizens.

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Auburn Avenue Residents Desire New 
Paying for Their Street. 


PETITION GOING THE ROUNDS 


Majority of the Property Holders on 
the Street Have Signed and the 


Prospects Are Good. 


It is a far cry from the miserable jagged 
stone pavement on Auburn avenue to ash- 
phalt, but the residents on that street 
have suddenly grown ambitious and want 


to make the dizzy leap. 

They will boldly ask council to author- 
ize the change. It will be like changing 
the dingy floor of the hovel for the Wilton 
velvet of the palace, but with their new 
born courage the Auburnites will march 
upon council and ask for the sweeping 
reform. 

For years the inhabitants of Auburn av- 
enue have been almost cut off from the 
outside world. It is a rare thing that a 
visitor strolls down this street, and a ve- 
hicle of any kind is regarded in the light 
of a curiosity. There was a time when 
Wheat street was the most popular drive- 
way in the city. The cobblestone at that 
time was something new, and the people 
looked upon it with genuine pride. Prop- 
erty increased in value and this street gave 
promise to be the most fashionable in At- 
laata. The horse cars were always filled. 

These horse cars run yet, or rather one 
of them wends its way up and down the 
street with daily regularity. It is said that 
the passengers are mainly cripples or old 
women, 

The street itself presents a striking .spec- 
tacle. In some places the stone has wash- 
ed away and the grass has grown up pro- 
fusely. 

“We use the street for a pasture in the 
spring time,’’ said one of the inhabitants 
yesterday. 

The people who live on this thoroughfare 
claim that they have been discriminated 
against. They say that there is malice 
aforethought in the actions of some who 
have constantly refused to grant a better 
paving for the street. In all other sections 
of the city new streets have been made, 
Old streets have been paved over time 
and time again, but Auburn avenue re- 
mains still neglected. 

It was the building of Edgewood avenue 
which did more than anything else to in- 
jure this street. Before that time the drive 
to the eastern part of the city was made 
by way of Wheat street. When the avenue 
was completed Wheat street was practi- 
cally deserted. It remains in thig condi- 
tion. 

Now the inhabitants are clamoring for 
improvements. They have circulated pe- 
tition after petition, but this year they say 


_ they mean business, and that asphalt must 


come, 

One of the most earnest leaders in the 
movement for a better street is Mr. John 
M. Smith, the carriage manufacturer. He 
has been the head and front of the effort 
each successive year to rid Auburn avenue 
of the, cobblestones, He has not despaired. 

Among the colored residents of Auburn 
avenue there is a decided interest felt in 
the effort, and they are signing the petition 
rapidly. They say that the paving of the 
street will mean rapid rise in values 
and that the expenditure will be more than 
covered by the increase in property val- 
ues. 

There is a strong probability that when 
the matter is presented to council it will 
meet with hearty indorsement. 

These petitions have been popular. A 
majority of the property holders on the 
street have signed the petition and are 
anxious to see the improvement made, 
Many others of the property owners who 
have not yet been seen are expected to 
sign and those who are in charge of the 
plan havVe fo go before council with prac- 
tically the solid support of the property 
holders. The matter will probably be taken 
before council at the next meeting. 

“Our street,” said a property owner on 
Auburn avenue, yesterday afternoon, “is 
a refiection upon the city. Atlantians 
who have a particle of civic pride steer all 
visitors away from Auburn avenue, They 
don’t want strangers here to see a thor- 
oughfare that would be a reproach to a 
town of 1,000 people; that, in fact, is an 
infliction, beside which a dirt road would 
be a blessing. The sharp, ugly stones have 
s0 greatly damaged the street in almost 
every way that council would be doing 
us a great favor to take up the pavement, 
if they can do nothing else. 

“Just look at the deserted street. It 
is as quiet as a country road. Hardly 
@ny one passes over it. In summer the 
grass grows luxuriously all over it, afford- 
ing good pasturage. There was some lit- 
tle life on the street while the old horse 
car line was in existence, but now even 
the street car track is deserted. The com- 
pany holds on to it in the hope that some 
Gay the street will be redeemed. Once a 
day a faded old street car with one mule 
attached makes a mournful trip éach way 
over the line, not for passengers, but mere- 
ly to retain the charter. It is a mockery, 
but we can’t kick. The hand of every- 
body seems to be against us. We are ex- 
communicated from the rest of the city 
as if we were a tribe of lepers. Council 
has always turned a deaf ear to us and 
have seemed to think that we are not de- 

of a hearing. Successive councils 
have remained imipassive while we have 
pleaded for what we should have. Now, we 
are going to strike a final blow, and we 
believe we will succeed.” 

It takes only half a glance to see that 
Auburn avenue is in no fit condition for 
traffic. Reform in the pavement i certain- 
ly needed. The citizens say that now they 
are going to ask for new paving they might 
as well be progressive and ask for ashphalt. 
They call attention to the fact that Au- 
burn avenue would be one of the loveliest 
drives in the city if properly paved.

Captain J. C. Hendrix Suggests a Change 
in the Public School System. 


OUTLINE OF THE METHOD 


Before Assuming a Place in the 
Schools—A Reorganization of 
the High Schools. 


Captain J. C. Hendrix suggests a number 
of important changes in the public school 
system of Atlanta. These changes are in 
the line of improvement and are calculat- 
ed to remove the defects of the present 


system. 

At the last meeting of the board of edu- 
cation a very important resolution was in- 
troduced by Captain Hendrix, whose pur- 
pose in presenting the resolution was to 
find some better method of selecting and 
grading public school teachers. 

The method which has been in operation 
since the schools were organized, over 
twenty-five years ago, has become inef- 
ficient. The rapid growth of the public 
school system calls for the adoption of 
some new and improved method of select- 
ing teachers. 

Scholarship, though a most important 
requisite, is only one consideration; and 
the method of selecting teachers by means 
of a competitive examination is defective 
so far as testing the capacity of a teacher 
is concerned. By this process only one 
thing is determined and that is the mental 
acquirements of the applicant. Nothing in 
the way of discipline or practical exper- 
fence can be ascertained by this method 
of selection. 

This antiquated method has long since 
been abandoned by the northern schools 
and the more progressive schools of the 
south have likewise taken advanced 
ground. The new process of selecting 
teachers for public school positions has 
been adopted by the school authorities of 
Savannah, Ga., and Nashville, Tenn., and 
the time has come for Atlanta to fall in 
line with those who are marching at the 
head of the procession. 

Mr. Hendrix’s Resolution. 

The following is the language of the 
resolution introduced by Captain Hendrix 
at the board meeting: 

“Resolved, that a committee of three be 
appointed by the president to look into 
and ascertain what improved methods, if 
any, can be adopted in the selection and 
grading of teachers; said committee to 
report back to the board, furnishing such 
information as can be obtained, with such 
recommendations as they may deem wise 
to make.”’ 

Being deeply impressed with a sense of 
the importance of bringing about some 
change in the method df selecting teach- 
ers, Captain Hendrix was induced to offer 
this resolution. He had in his mind at that 
time no definite plan to suggest, but 
Since the meeting of the board he has given 
the matter some consideration. 

Captain Hendrix is the chairman of the 
special committee of three appointed by 
President Thomson to submit a réport on 
the Hendrix resolution to the next regular 
meeting of the board to be held on the 
last Thursday of next month. 


A Normal School Needed. 

A representative of The Constitution call- 
ed to see Captain Hendrix at his office on 
Broad street yesterday afternoon. 

“The present method of selecting teach- 
ers,’’ said Captain Hendrix, “is not a good 
one. The leading schools of the country 
have all abandoned this defective method. 
Atlanta should not be slow to move in 
this important matter. She has taken ad- 
vanced ground on other questions affecting 
her welfare and she cannot afford to be 
indifferent to the interests of the public 
school system. One thing above all others 
that is needed in Atlanta to improve and 
. perfect the public school system is a nor- 
mal school. I mean by this, of course, a 
school for teachers. n 
of such a school as this a teacher would 


receive the necessary training required to 
make a successful teacher in the public 
schools, and the effect of such a method 
of instruction would tend to produce uni- 
formity, not only in the grade of scholar- 
ship, but in the still more important quali- 
fications of a teacher. My idea is that all 
applicants for school positions should at- 
tend this normal school and pass through 
a prescribed course of study and disci- 
pline before their qualifications to teach 
are recognized by the board. 

“In order to secure the best material 
for the normal school,” continued Captain 
‘Hendrix, “using that word in a moral 
sense, I would make it necessary for each 
applicant to be elected by a vote of the 
board of education. In addition to this 
requisite each applicant should be re- 
quired to stand a written examination 
which would serve as a basis on which to 
ground her subsequent training for the 
duties of a teacher. I am also in favor 
of giving the applicants practical exper- 
ience by putting them in the schools from 
time to time, as often as occasions occur. 
When a teacher is to be elected the normal 
school should furnish that teacher and no 
application should be considered unless 
it comes from one who has taken the 
Prescribed course of study in the normal 
school. By this mrethod only the best 
teachers would be available, whereas un- 
der the present system good, bad and in- 
different ones are selected each year with- 
out the means of prevention. I do not 
mean to say that Atlanta is troubled with 
poor teachers. As a matter of fact she 
has many good ones, but this is no argu- 
ment in favor of the present system.”’ 


High School Reorganization. 

Captain Hendrix is in favor of reorgan- 
izing the two high schools on a basis sim- 
ilar to that of the higher institutions of 
learning. In other words he advocates the 
acoption of the departmental system. 

Instead of having a certain number of 
teachers in the high schools, whose duties 
it is to teach all the branches laid down 
in the curriculum, he favors the system 
of instruction by means of a faculty each 
member of which shall teach a certain 
brancn and be assigned to a special de- 
Dartment. For example, a_ special in- 
structor for Latin and Greek, one for 
modern languages, one for belles lettres, 
and one for mathematics. This will not 
interfere with the organization of classes, 
nor increase the number of teachers re- 
quired. Each teacher will have a schedule 
of hours for meeting his or her class and 
each .class instead of deriving instruction 
from one teacher will have the benefit of 
several. If this reorganization is adopted 
it doesn’t mean the displacement of teach- 
employed, as many of these 
would doubtless be retained under the new 
System and gigen special. branches of -in--. 
struction. 

“This is the day of specialists,” said 
Capthin Hendrix. ‘The range of human 
knowledge is too broad for one mind to 
comprehend it ail. It is nonsense to sup- 
pose that one person can teach everthing. 
A teacher is doing well who keeps up with 
one special branch, and in my. judgment, 
no man or woman can teach a dozen 
studies and do it properly. It is better to 


; @m 


be proficient in one branch than only half 
way proficient in two. For this reason I 
in favor of reorganizing the high 
schools of Attanta on the departmrental 
basis. The instruction will be far more 
thorough and better results will be derived 
from the curriculum.’’ 

Each Teacher Should Be Graded. 

Captain Hendrix is in favor of adopting 
some method for grading teachers. He 
thinks it would be a capital idea to grade 
the teacuers according to an alphabetic 
scale. For example, he proposes to adopt 
a scale of four gradations, A, B, C and 

. This scale to apply only to the high 
echocl teachers, the principals of the 
grammar schools and’ the assistant prin- 
cipals. He suggests a scale of seven 
gradations to be applied to the white 
grammar school’ teachers and. a e of 
eight gradations to‘ be applied to the 

ored teachers. A teacher’s rank under 
these res tive scales will be oe pekogges
